PRICES BELOW CEILING 

While the OPA cites small errors in price, 
perhaps <i cent or two uiiintentionalUj 
charf/ed on 11 can of vegetables, it fails to 
lake info account the HUNDREDS of 
items sold far beloxo the ceiling price al- 
lowed. Grocers estimate that if all food 
merchants charged full cexlxng price on 
- all items if would result in an increase of 
to 5i/)rr cent in consumer's food costs. 
For cAimpIc in the staple item of flour, a 
oO pound .tack of Gold Medal Flour costs 
the consirmcr $2.69 in most local stores. 
The ceiling price is $3.07. On this item 
alone Ihe customer saves 38c that the 
grocer cnuld legally charge. 



The Twin Falls grocers also wish to cite In.stiincps of 
false accusations in license warninjT.s, THE INFORMA- 
TION FOR WHICH CO.MES FROM THE I.OOAL EN- 
FOilCEMENT OFFICIAI-S. One Htore, and perhaps oth- 
ers, wa.s cliartjed with failure to properly poat price charts. 
In this particiilur market the chart in question has been 
posted continuously in the name prominent place since 
the inception of price control, and the store had panBod 
niinieron,i inspections in the past with the chart in the 
same location. Obviously a plarinR error on the part of 
the OPA. 



INFORMATION NEEDED 

In many instances the grocers do not 
know, when accused of overcharges, tohat 
the items in question are! One market 
1003 charged with violating the section in 
OPA price regulations pertaining to 
meat. He is not told what specific cut or 
variety of meat was priced over ceiling 
, ..so hf can correct the price. Eight grocers 
were recently assessed $25 for such vxinor 
infractions as are cited here, ojirf, in one 
case at least, the grocer doesn't know 
yet what the item ivas that brought the 
penalty. 



Enforcement methods now beinp utilized by the OPA 
enforcement officiaLs are seriously handicapping (jrocer.-j 
in the dispatch of their responsibilities to the consumer.i 
of Twin Falls. Every day they are plagued by the fear 
of OPA enforcement official.') uaint; "Gestapo" methods 
in ferreting out minor violations. They want the public 
to know they DO NOT recommend discontinuance of tho 
OPA. They a.sk NO CHANGES in any of Ha basic rcRu- 
Intions. They DO NOT ask the remove! of any officials or 
recommend any changes in personnel However, they DO 
a.sk for fair and rca.sonable treatment from the local 
board. They DO a.sk that the FEAR of aome unavoidable 
error resulting in an assessment or the loss of their license, 
be removed. They DO ask that common sense be exer- 
cised in the enforcement of rcKulntions, so they can re- 
sume n normal operation in fulfillinff their resiwnsihility 
to the community. 



CO-OPERATION ASKED 

In conclusion the Tivin Falls grocers ap- 
peal to the OPA for their cooperation, 
and in return they offer their whole 
hearted cooperation to the OPA. The gro- 
cers believe, too, that they vicrit the full 
confidence of the public, as they are do- 
ing _tbcir.b€st to always sell at, or below, 
■ ceiling prices.
